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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


1. — Wafer. 


The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  established  in  1920,  and 
functioning  since  1st  January,  1921,  supplies  water  consumed  in 
your  district.  It  consists  of  representatives  from  the  following  bodies: 
Cowbridge  Borough,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Maesteg,  Bridgend, 
Ogmore  and  Garw  and  Porthcawl  and  the  Rural  District  of 
Penybont. 

This  Board  supplies  132,000  people  with  water  and  the  average 
supply  daily  amounts  to  6^  million  gallons. 

The  two  main  sources  are  a soft  water  from  the  Upland  source 
and  a hard  water  from  an  underground  stream  at  Schwyll.  In 
November,  1955,  the  fluoride  content  of  these  supplies  was  examined 
and  found  to  be  negligible.  The  raw  water  at  Schwyll  contained 
0.044  parts  per  million  of  fluoride  and  the  mixture  of  the  Uplands 
water  contained  0.040  parts  per  million. 

The  Board’s  by-laws  prohibit  the  use  of  lead  pipe,  and  in  one 
source  with  water  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action,  soda  ash  treat- 
ment is  given.  This  latter  source  supplies  only  a few  properties  in 
the  Penybont  Rural  District. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  have  been  no  new  sources 
of  supply. 

There  are  24  dwellings  without  a mains  water  supply;  these 
are  isolated  farms  or  dwellings  which  have  their  own  arrangements 
for  utilising  a nearby  water  source. 

There  are  no  stand  pipes  within  the  district,  each  house 
receiving  an  individual  water  supply. 


2. — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  major  part  of  your  district  is  adequately  sewered.  Where 
there  is  an  absence  of  sewers,  pail  closets  and  cesspools  are  in  use. 

The  department  continues  to  receive  numerous  complaints  of 
heavy  sewage  pollution  of  the  beach  at  Ogmore-by-Sea.  For  several 
years  the  renewal  of  the  main  sewer  and  the  provision  of  the  Treat- 
ment Works  to  overcome  this  problem  has  been  under  consideration. 
The  scheme  will  commence  in  the  near  future.  The  cost  of  these 
improvements  will  be  in  the  region  of  £5,C00,000.

3. — Public  Cleansing. 


The  Council  has  organised  the  collection  of  House  Refuse 
throughout  the  district  twice  weekly. 


4. — Cesspool  Cleansing. 

Under  the  new  scheme  for  cleansing  each  private  house  is 
allowed  38,000  gallons  per  year,  with  variations  for  combined 
dwellings,  public  houses,  etc.  Under  the  'Building  Regulations  it 
is  now  necessary  for  all  new  cesspits  to  have  a capacity  of  4,000 
gallons  minimum.  Previously  there  were  no  dimensions  to  guide 
the  developer,  which  often  led  to  the  construction  of  small  cesspits 
and  subsequent  problems. 

The  Council  have  four  cleansing  vehicles. 


5. — ^Night  Soil  Removal. 


This  work  is  carried  out  by  contract  on  a small  scale  in  parts 
of  the  parishes  of  Pyle,  Llangynwyd  Lower  and  Newcastle  Higher. 


6. — Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 


In  accordance  with  Article  20  (Section  25)  of  The  Public  Health 
Officers  Regulations  1959,  the  following  is  the  Public  Health 
Inspector’s  tabulated  statement — 
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7. — Caravan  Sites. 


The  five  established  caravan  sites  with'in  the  area  are  situated 
at  Wig  Tach  352,  Ogmore-by-Sea  '1’50,  Kenfig  58,  Heronstone  50 
and  Danygraig  25. 

The  holiday  sites  continue  in  their  popularity  and  are 
administered  satisfactorily.  No  major  public  health  problems 
developed  during  the  year. 


8. — Rodent  Control. 

A full  time  rodent  operative  is  employed  by  the  Council  for 
the  eradication  of  rats  and  mice.  'Private  householders’  complaints 
are  treated  free  of  charge  and  business  premises  are  covered  by 
an  all  in  charge  of  '10/-  per  hour.

9. — Shops. 


Although  all  shops  come  w'ithin  the  province  of  public  health 
contact,  the  department  is  mainly  concerned  with  those  which 
have  association  with  food  stuffs.  These  were  found  to  be  fairly 
satisfactory  under  routine  inspection,  and  is  was  not  found  neces- 
sary to  take  any  proceedings.  It  is  always  necessary,  however,  to 
give  advice  and  there  is  certainly  no  anticipated  end  to  the  emphasis 
on  good  hygienic  practice. 

It  was  necessary,  however,  to  take  proceedings  against  two 
proprietors  of  mobile  ice  cream  vehicles  and  fines  of  £18  with 
5 gns.  costs  and  £25  with  5 gns.  costs  were  imposed  respectively.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  POOD

'Milk  today  is  one  of  the  safest  of  foods.  'In  the  past  it  has 
been  responsible  for  many  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  outbreaks  of 
diseases  sudh  as  scarlet  and  undulent  fever.  This  secur'ity  has  been 
achieved  'by  the  control  of  tuberculosis  in  the  dairy  herds,  the 
supervision  of  milk  production  and  the  heat  treatment  given  to  most 
of  the  milk  we  drink. 


(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Regular  inspection  of  all  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles  is  carried 
out. 


(c)  Adulteration,  etc.
